Two bandits with an elec­ 

tronic age approach to the 
old armed robbery routine 
held up a branch of Marina 
Federal Savings and Loan 
located at ]70th St. and 
Hawthorne Blvd., Friday 
and escaped with more than 
$9,000, sheriff's deputies re­ 
ported.

The gunmen, both de­ 
scribed as being in their 
middle 50's and neatly dress­ 
ed in business suits, used a 
small walkie-talkie type ra­ 
dio transmitter to summon 
their getaway car- investi­ 
gators theorize.

Deputy David Ruesch said 
that witnesses noted a 
strong resemblance between 
the pair and they could pos­ 
sibly be brothers.

The 'bandits entered Ihe 
office shortly after noon and 
«sked for change for a five 
dollar bill, Huesch stated.

However, later receiving 
Ihe change thee men pulled 
guns and forced Manager 
Sam Reedy, 'M, to lie down

on the floor. Another em­ 
ploye, Mrs, Helen Harris/in, 
39, was made to sit in a 
chair.

A bookkeeper, Mrs. Rosa­ 
lie Mahoney, 40, was forced 
to fill a paper sack inscribed 
"Season's Greetings" with 
the money in the office.

While the money was be­ 
ing collected, the other rob­ 
ber sat on the counter and 
 whispered into the walkie 
talkie, Reedy said.

After getting the money, 
the men walked out of the 
office. No car was seen or 
heard. i
